Judge Asks an Explanation. 

“Judge Grosscup replied. He printed.an 
interview of justification. He announced 
that he would demand an explanation. I 
admire many things in Judge Grosscup and 
regret that our explanation cannot be what 
he would desire, 

In his published interviews recently and 
also some years ago the judge has put his 
own case eloquently. He has written it ad- 
mirably to me.. But I do not wish to become 
entangled in details. It is only as this con- 
troversy is connected with a difference in 
principle that it is worth seeing toa finish. 
Our differences. with the judge go.to the 
bottom of political morality. 

* Doe Jamieson and Billy" Lorimer 
have been two of the most lamentable boases 
of bur day. Chicago bas, after a wonderful 
fight, destroyed their power and given proof 
that good.citizens of a great eity can win 
against the spoils politician.

“Imagine the feelings of men when the 
judiciary took a hand in Lorimer’s defense, 
Such things had been seen before.

Place for Senator Hopkins’ Son. 

“One case of praise misplaced remains to 
add. A son of Senator Hopkins has been 
made master in chancery. Judge Grosscup 
says that he voted for him for two reasons. 
One is that another judge, Koh t, had 
a right to fill that office and selected Hop- 
kins. With that answer I have no concern, 
Judge Grosscup adds that he knows not one 
at the Chicago bar of his years who is better 
equipped or a cleaner man than Hopkins. 

„Lawyers are not given to investigating, 
for slight cause, appointments by judges 
before whom they must continue to practice, 
yet so indignant was the Chicago Bar gsso- 
ciation that a committee is investigating 
this appointment. The only bearing of the 
appointment on this article is, as it seems, to 
be one more instance of a willingness to 
overpraise men who, according to the opin- 
ion of the best citizens, hold or control offices 
not for merit but from pull. 

“Tt makes no difference that I have a lik- 
ing for Judge Grosscup and an interest in his 
welfare. I might write much about his at- 
tractions and my wishes for his future, but 
it would all fall beside the mark. He has 
expressed certain political beliefs tn his in- 
terviews and his acts, and nothing else is 
relevant. This paper must discuss principles 
and men with ruthiess honesty. It would 
have to comment on a slip backward by the 
president, by Mr. Folk, Mr. Hay, Mr. Taft, 
or Mr. Root, or any of our most trusted lead- 
ers as candidly as if the error had been made 
by Tammany hall. | 

Next Few Months Critical. 

“The next few months are critical for 
Chicago, and for progress and reform. Judge 
Grosscup says that everything he has done, 
in politics and in the use of his judicial pow- 
ers, bas been with no thought of his own 
career. Weare glad to assume that what he 
has done is due to honestly mistaken prin- 
ciples, although the damage is not less. We 
wish he might gain some of the public con- 
dence he has lost. He might do this by aban- 
doning all desire to solve a question which 
belongs to the péople and their chosen repre- 
sentatives. He might do this by ending his 
intercourse with politicians who do him no 
good and America much harm, Chicago 
seethes with indignation, the more bitter be- 
cause it is repressed. People are slow to say 
what they think of a court that resents erit- 
icism, restrains public action, and asserts a 
theory of chancery jurisdiction so compre- 
hensive, so exclusive, and so daring as to 
amaze and to alarm men easily perturbed. 

“This article is not written against Judge 
Grosscup, although it is the answer to his 
published demand. It is written in defense 
of ideals which are on trial. It is written for 
pure politics, It ts written for popular and 
free government. It is written against boss

Senators Only “Requested” Now.

BY GARDNER—Amending jnheritance tax law 
by providing that half of the gross inheritance 
tax shall be paid to the state and the rest of the 
other half, after expense of collecting is paid, to 
go to the county. .

It is the 
tip that @ets you good service, If you area 
lawyer and have a writ or execution to serve 
you'll learn the Wisdom of slipping $2 or $5 
to the deputy assigned to serve it. Then you 
will get your work done.“ . 

Under the new law the chief clerk of the 
Common Pleas court will be appointed by a 
majority of judges of the court, and he will 
appoint the deputies. 

Representative Lindly objected to giving 
judges this control. pete

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2:—[{Special. It 
has been agreed that all arbitration treaties 
pending before the senate foreign relations 
committee shall be amended by the commit- 
tee at its meeting on Saturday. In all prob- 
ability they will be reported to the senate as 
amended, and tatified as soon as Senator 
Cullom has opportunity to call them up in 
executive session. In the second article of 
these treaties the word “ treaty’ will be 
substituted for agreement.“ The article 


will then read: 


In each individual case the high con- 
tracting parties, before appegling to the per- 
manent court of arbitration, shall conclude 
a special treaty defining clearly the matter 
in dispute and the scope and 
arbitration committee, and fixing the period 
for the formation of an arbitraf tribunal and 


the several stages of the proceeding.”

Progress Slow and Tortuous. 


| If the proposed amendment is adopted, and 
it is quite certain ft will be, the progress of 
arbitrating the differences which may arise 
between any nation and the United States 
will be slow and tortuous.
